A Momorial® Sermon, Preached In the
Oid Pine Street Chureh, by the Rev.
Albert Barnes.

Yesterday afternoon the Old Pine  Street
(hurch, m which the late Dr, Bradnerd had
ibored so zealously for so many years, wns
filled to fta ulmont capacity, to listeu Lo a ser
mon upon nis life and character, which was
resched by the Rev. Albert Burnes, who had

n bis intimate nend and earnest co-worker
for thirty years., The galleries of the church
were tastetully festooned witn binck, while a
canopy of this sombre hue entirely concenled
the palpit.  Io front of the altar wos suspendid
& curtiin of the same color, fringed with silver,
and beariog in white letbers tne mseription:—

"“Blessed are the dend which die in the Lord,

Toe acher snnounced as 018 1ext passuges
of Seripture which are founa In Dantel, ehapter
xii, verses 2 and B, conciudiog as follows: —
""They that be wise shall shine as the brighitness
of the firmament; and they that turn many to
righteousness, as the atars, forever and ever,”

They Lthat shipe In life as the stars of heavon,
#ald the preacher, in death are removed to shine
in other gpheres, The power that created the
wtare could as easlly annlbilate them; but it
never causes the mind to die. The latter leaves
the earth indeed; but it js transferred to other
spheres, there to shine forever. As there f4a

erence In the brilliuncy of the stars of
heaven, so there is in the brilliancy ol men's
characters in the other world, The brightest of
them all will be those who turn many to rizht-
«ouspess, The influence of & man can be ren
<ered grealer by alife glven to such puranits
Aban by one devoted to uny less noble calling.

Thomas Brainerd wag born in Lovden, New

York, June 17, 1804, His nume is one that has
peen known and hionored in other lands, H @
angestor, Daniel Brawnerd, who eetabligged tae
fam))y in this conntry, was brought from Kseter,
Hnglend, in 1608, wbile still 4 child, In con-
nection with others, be lald the foundation ol
the town of Haddom, belo# Hartford, Connec:
ticut, where be became & man of great wealth
nnd '\nﬂnanm. and of stiictly exemplary life,
At Jeast thirty thousand people in the coantry
wow olnim hin a8 their ancestor, Tae (nther ol
Thomas Brainerd wasa fwrmer, and o man of
ripiy. Hia son thus imheriled some of the boat
Wood that has gone into the New Englond ehar-
soter, His early training was con-
ducted at home, and was characteristic of
the old Poritan stock from which he gprace.
He bas well described thig unining in his pre-
fuee to the “Life of John Brainerd,” [ta ple-
ments were filial deterence, industry, and punc:
tuality; with religion as & duty, neccssity and
prvilege alike for the gronnd-work. Although
some may now hol i up their hands in borror at
ite strictoess, this old Haddom training, as Dr.
Broiperd bimsell has said, was such (a8 maka
men moral heroes, fn studying bis life ana
oharaeter, the peculiuriiiss of bhia early train-
mg should be borne in mind,

In 1821, having determined to entor upon the
study of the law, Yonng Brainerd leq bome, and
engaged In teaching school for three years, 1o
enable him %5 do so. Ho then spent some yonrs
u the study of his chosen profession in the town
of Pume, Oneida county, New York. Meau-
whale the Rev. Charles G, Finney had been dis
“tharging his pastoral dutics there with such
energy and success, that nearly every luwyer,
werchant, and man of influence in the place was
copverted, Among them was youne Braionerd,
and thig event changed the whole current of bis
after life.  But before this he had been led-
ing & hfe of strict integrity and morality,
He  had  previously been saved from
the evils of a4 life of intemperance by an inci-
dent not uplike that which secured Dr, William
Paley from & gimilar fate. Being present one
mwerning in the bag-room of the public house
where he boarded, in company with several
thoughtless young men, who were engaged in
carousals, the landlord tald him he had beuler

¢ 10 bed, that those yom;ﬁe men wonld ruin
f\.‘\m, when he was born for better thmﬁa. Tuis
warning the desired effect. e Was,
through life, s man of strictly temperate habilts,
and an uncompromising foe of intemperance,

Abandoning the law upon his conversion, he
tame to ihis eity, where hoe spent one year In
tenching, previous to entering upon his theolo-

ieal studies at the Andover Seminary, While

: he was connected with the church of the

Rev. James Patterson, Having completed his
g#tudies, and passed his ordination, he passad
some years in the West, as the assistant of the
Reyv, Lyman Beecher, occupying himeell mean-
while with editorial labors., In October, 1836,
bhe was called to the charge of the Old Pipe
mireet Church, and in Febroary, 1837, he
entered upon his duties nerve. His pastorate
thus extended through & period of nearly thirty

y CATS,

d His character a8 a preacher was influenced
by his association with these three good men,
Finney, Patterson, and Beecher, more than by
anything else; although no man could have
been more stiikingly original than he, Whether
conscious of their Influence or not, he carried
much of it through lite, It was especially
manifested 1n his style of speaking, @ Was
admirably fitted by natural and sequired en-
dowments 1o have succeaded In the profession
which he bad first chosen. His power wus
chiefly as & public speaker, and was most
strikingly shown im debate. Although his
~cholarship was by no meaus thorough, perhaps
0o man su him in such iotelligence as
i to be derived from a reading of the press
and by observation, His strictly literary labors
were few, sod were chiefly in the form of ser-
mons aml of articles contributed to the press,
which he ropognized as one of the most pow-
erful agencles in the creation of a sound moral
public sentiment.

As g speaker he bad u power such as is pos-
sesaed by few, Both in his germons and in
debates he usnally seized at onece upon the great
point at issue, and enforced it in @ manner whicn
cirried conviction to his hearers, In lnpguage
he was most exact, pertinent, and besutiful, In
every respect his style presented the best forms
of our Apnglo-Saxon tongue, He can be best
deseribed as bemeg “'the ekiliul of speech.”

As a pastor, Dr, Brainerd possessed, in nn
unusual d , the power ol securing the
bearts of his people, especlally those of the
young,” All the fentures of his charscter con-
uihufed in an eminent degree to this result
And he was a8 attractive in this way in his
later yvears a8 in hisearly We, Although his
.-hurcﬁ was continunlly deprived of its best
and oldest members by the exodus which was
and is still seitiog o from this part of the
elly, be contlnued to draw about him the
young, the carncst, and the Pmperoun, whose
eharacters were In  the formutisn perlod,
Laboring earnestly at all periods of the year,
he had great falth in revivals, and slwuys
looked for his greatest success In protraowed
meetings held at the close of the winter, His
labors at these times were s0 exhausting, that
the usual sum;ner yacation became to him
almost 4 necessity.

But his zeal “yd talents were net limited to
ks own ghureh or to his own denomination.
The whole ity felt the weight of them. Although
ho always shrank from taking part Iv special
services, such us ordinations, the lnymg of
corner-stones,fand Mie ke, he participated, by
request, in & great mapy, The recovation of
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the ald Pine Breot Church, which he deseribad
an very barn-lke 1o its appearance ¥hen he bok
chorge of 1, wax chiefly owing to his labors,
Io founding and assisting otper conerogations
he took an extraordinary part, And althoudh
strietly Calvinistie In hie dootrinal vie wa, and
Presbyterian iohis eas of Churehjgovernment,
he was far from being bigotel, and did not
regard al trath as belog condued o his own
soct.  In Union serviced, in the temoerance
ounee, and o all  publle  matwers, he
wie wlike zealous, snd contributed ss much
as any other to their suscoss, In the fearful
strugele of tour years through which the cobn-
try passed, the fruits of hix early train'ng and
charncter were koonly developed,  He was loca.
packated by ace, and unfitted by nature, w be
# military man; yet ha conld always defand the
rghtrous cunse of b country, denounce with
stirrlng cloguence the evils of Rebsllion, and
connsel and anbmate the soklier on entering
upon and returpme from the coanfliet.  In this
work he labored more zea'ously that noy other
pastor in the eity, To the intense wad aninter-
rupted excitement through  which he (hus
pugsed, and which gave him no repose uatil
after the sorrender of  Loe, the melancholy
eyent which we mourn to-day was, perhaps, in
& great mensure owlini,

A few published sermons and (racts, and
gevernl articles an the Presbyterian Quartery
Review, comprise the bu'k of hie litarary Inhors,
His only considerable work was a hite of John
Brainerd, the missionary, o member of his own
tamily. This task he executed hapoily, bestow.
ing upon it agreat amount of labor, Some ol
hils best thoughts, and many ol the tinest apecl-
mens of his writing, are lo be found in this
work,

His last public service was connected with the
name of his family. In Easton, the scene of the
misslonary labors of Daniel and Jolin Bramerd
he delivered an address before the Bramerd
Missionary Bowiety, shortly before hws death,
For mwuny years he bad been of o s ymewhat
melancholy disposition, apprehending paral yats,
and the loss of mind and of the use of his hody,
Bul from all this be was mereifully prespryed,
Without pain or congcionsness he was takon
from carth to heaven. When he heard the an-
nouncement of this event, the «peuker telt, us he
had never felt before, that he stood alone upon
the shores of cteraity. [From an intimaey of
thirty years, he could, in addition (o all else he
bad Easd, bear testimony to the deceased us g
warm-heartel, true, sineere, and silectionwte
friend.

A Sermon Dellvarm;; the First Preshy-

terinn Church, West Phlladelphia, by
the Rev, Dr, Butler,

Serviees were bheld in the morning ot 10:50
o'clock., A very instructive sermon was doeli-
vered by Rev, Dr. Botler, upon the question
that Nicodemus put to our Saviour, Tt 15 found
1zt 41h verse, id chapter, of the Gospel accord-
fng to John—"Nicodemus saith unto him, How
can & man be horn again when he is old
“Fxecpt o man be born again,” said Christ to
Nicodemus, “he cannot =e the kingdom of
God.” Thinkiog only ol natural, and not of
spirttual bivth, the question sprang to the Hps
ol the ruler. [ propose to n:e this question as
applicable to =piritual birth, It is a question of
power. Can the old man, inured to 510, and the
man in hiz prime, be as casily brought under
the influenee of relizion o= the more ‘aopressive
youth? A large mpjority of Chricdans become
such in early Wife, From that period onward
the proportion of converted persons invariably
und greatly decreases through muanhood to nee.
The nrst positive hindrance to conversion 1«
the pride, seltishuess, and deprivity which is
firmly rooted In the natiral heart, [t dem ars
and chafes agalust God's requirements, snd is i
1egistant  principle exercised passively  and
actively towards the truth and the spirit of God.
There are also the wternai losts, and perverod
passions and appetites, and the lures ol worldly
ambition that are always al work o stimulate
thar ruling principle to nction,

There are counteracting influences from God
—human aflection and authority in the lamily,
and law, (government, and publie sentiments,
and the organized Church ol Chrisr,

From our expericnce with unconverted vouth,
the possibility of conversion diminisnes w o
fearfully rapid ratio with every added year of
hfe. Good influences stir the voung uatare
powerfully, but often it resists nud yields 1o ovils
ant first, sheinkmely, bot, by constant habit and
orowth. the evil is fastened on his natare with
riveis of «teel, and the resistance to gool |s
more and more poweriul, IIwe trace the course
of the same goul oy through manhood, how
necessarily must the résult ol his uatiral actiog
be the sanie ! How certwinly roust every thought
of good and evil presented to his mivd, every
influence exerted upon his heart, come increas-
ingly to have the one eficet of feeding and estab-
lishing the evil principle,of warding off aud den
euing the foree of all that is good, The hardenin
efiect of time upon stone and cement, or of fire
upon the minerals uvderlying the granite beds
of the earth, are but faint symbols of the hard-
emng effects on the heart ol 50, 60, or 70 years
ol wilful, defiant resistance to the foree of God's
truth and spirit, “Thy peck i= aniron sinew,
and thy brow brass,” i the language God uses
10 show forth the hardness and obduriacy of Lhe
ginner. And when we see the tremendous iu-
fluences that are reslsted by the disobediont
heart, we can géc that the comparison is o very
sinking one,

The influences by which God seeks to disarm
the sinners resistsnce are immeasurable and
mighty. goodness  alone would seem
vnuuut—a goodnesa that surrounds him with
the beauty and grandeur of uatore, that pro
longs hie fite, and protects him daily from wu-
num bered dangers; that exerts @& constaul
watch on the springs of lte itself, Yer, tho
hardened heart casts all this aside.

But, strarger than all, ke comes Himsell, and
suflers upon the cross a self-endured shame snd
agony, and with his pierced and bleeding han 1s
and feet and heart, cries out, in tones that well
might melt the hardest heurt, YAll this have 1
endured tor thee, 10 get thy love, to cleanse and
save thy soul, to give thee pesce and joy aud
life forever.” All in vain. He appesls to our
fears for the future. The loved onvs depart,
und He uaffiicts bim with painful stekness, and
vet he lgughs at these terrors and bereavements,
" We should see to it that we de not by our
power of exumple cast impediments in the way
of salvation of the young. Tthe old and hardened
sinner can be bronght to leel his condition, he
maybe born aeaim—"how old soever he may be,
born aeain of the Holy Ghost,"

In the evening there was o tempierance meet-
ing, held for the furtherance of the principle
amongst the churches and the Christian com-
munity. The Rev, Dr. Brooks spoke at lencin
upoun the pul?ur-l, what had heen done, and what
was expected to be done by the co-operition ol
the Church.

THE BROKEN SPIRIT.

A Sermon Dellvered Im the Church of
the Holy Trinity, by the Rev. Phillips
Brooks.

The Caurch of the “Holy Trinity,” Ninetecnth
and Walput streete, was crowded to replewon
yeelerday morning to listen to the Rev.
l‘mlliss Brooks, its rector, who has intely re-
turned from Burope and Palestine, He seleotod
for his text the 17th verse of the 61st Psulin:
*The sacrifices of the Lord are a broken spirit;
a broken and n contrite heart, O Lord! thou
wilt uot despige.” The speaker commenced his
sermon with the supposition that the congrega-
tion which thronged his chureh come there,
not from vanity, or ennui, or lashion, but had
come tromw an anxiety to learn how to be asved.
He would speak to them ol their souls, and seek
1o apply the text as a gulde for their action.
The “sacrifices’” clearly meun the ollerimi: to
the Lord which will be most noceptable. They
are a “broken spirit.” Whut then I8 8 broken
spirit? The spirit is the hie, the vitahty, the
ruling motion of existence, It we look around
nalure, we clearly see that things reach matority
by a pradual process of development, The prg
becomes g robin or an eugle, fully plumed and
pertect in all its purts,  Toe sced become o troe,
with its braneh reaching to the sky, a periect
type of ite class, Al this is accomplished by a
gradual process ol development,

But the seed will nol grow into 4 Lree, or the
egy wto & bird, unless the seed be a perfect one,
and the ege a perfect egg, So 1t 18 with tas
development of man. The germ of the spirit is
a defestive one, It cannotl, by 4 patural course
of growth, become a periect soul, It Is neces-
gaty that it be broken, thai the time of growth
be changed, the evil be made good, the unruly
sprit be broken. How is this done? Sometimes
by sorrow. The word *‘oroken” does not neces-
surily imply that gricl be the means, The render
tree muy be bent w the proper directions with-
oul the violence of breakmeg the plaut,

It may be that the etfective prayers of the
parenis, as they present their child it the bap-
tismal fony, can tben #ecure the change whioh
will make the clrld lead a holy life. The
geency i the same, whether It be brought
sbout with =cars and rents in the nature of
the hardened sinner, or with the smiling inno-
cence of the babe, Behind all our theology
rests the grand doeirine tont the Lord will not
uilict H's children witbout a canse. Tuoe whole
aim ot Christianity 8 to mike man hapny in
this life, and huppy in the life to come.
